than the two preceding weeks, 
the 


mean temperature being from 1 to 2 


degrees, below the normal. 
G o o d 


rains have fallen throughout nearly 


all 
of the southern, 
central 
and 


western counties, 
breaking the se­ 


vere drouth which has prevailed in 


those sections, 
although in many 


localities much more rain would be 


beneficial. 
In a few counties, how 
ever, principally in the eastern s e c ­ 
tions, the rains were very light, and 
drouthy conditions still continued 
at the close of the week. 
In a nura 
ber of the west-central and n o rth ­ 
western counties the rainfall for the 
week exceeded 
3 
inches. 
Severe 
local wind and hail storms did much 
dam age to corn and orchards in a 
number of the central and northern 
counties, 
and in a 
few localities 
buildings and hay and grain stacks 
were blown down. 
T h e 
rains have been 
of 
great 
benefit to the late corn 
and 
the 
prospects for the crop are much 
im proved, 
except in some 
of the 
southern counties, where it was too 
far gone to be revived. 
E arly corn 
is maturing rapidly, except in a few 
of the 
northern 
counties, 
where 
cloudy weather and an excess of 
moisture has kept it green, and cu t­ 
ting has com m en ced in the central 
and southern sections. 
T h e rains have also greatly b e n e­ 
fited pastures and meadows, 
have 
replenished stock ponds, and have 
put the ground in much better c o n ­ 
dition for fall plowing, which is now 
progressing in nearly all sections.

T h e truth is tlie M e x i ­ 
can dollar in M exic o will buy very 
near as much as a dollar will bay in 
the United States, ex cept, of course,

For instance, I could buy 
a good suit of tailor made clothes 
for S40, about the p u c e that would 
be asked here in Sedalia; an A m e r i ­ 
can made hat would cost $8 or $9, 
but one equally 
as good 
made in 
Mexico w'ould cost ^4 or $^, all, of 
course, in Mexi can money.

c h a rg e there is is for the 
better; 
shopmen, for instance,are employed 
full time and they are as well v>aid 
as in this country, everything con 
sidered.

United States. 
“ Working people are better off
